A large - over a foot wide - hole is in the comer of the ceiling oF the aided shelter in ihe enclosure currently 
housing 2 alpacas, arid 3 juvenile animals including a watesi, bison, and Scottish Highlander. Alta - a two day 
ram. the shelter is entirely wet and muddy Although tnese animals alsd have an open sided shelter, the nights 
are slill cold and Ihe animals need the protection nl a aided shelter where they can stay dry and prattled From 
ihe cold winds and rain, In the testing bam currently being used by H goals, apparently Ihe rod leaks severely 
as there is a puddle o( water in the aisleway measuring over twenty feet long and up to three Feet wide. The 
roofs or other etrueiunee of Ihese shelters need lo be repaired or replaced to provide protection lor the animals

Alihough measures were taken since the last inspection to aid water drainage, there are still puddles ol water 
end encase mud in the smell pen leading to the shelter tor llie Iwu elands. Whenever there ere heavy rains, 
water runs through this area Methods need lo be provided to keep the elands shelter access area mud Free 
after heavy rains. 

Even though recent measures were made to aid drainage, the enclosure now containing the 3 carnets rs 
excessively muddy and has numerous areas of standing water. Suitable methods need to be provided to 
rapidly eliminate excess water From both ol these areas.
